The workman's compensation biil which is endorsed EA aMart7 & 
and proposed by the Missouri State Federation of Labor 
has a novel provision which may become of intestimable 
value to the State and to individual workmen disabled 
in industrial pursuits. It empowers the commission cre- 
ated by the law, if adopted, to provide for the rehabili- 


tation of permanently injured employes. 


The work of rehabilitating injured men by providing 
efficient apparatus and teaching them trades has  eccn 
tremendously advanced by the war, in which thousands 
of men through injury have been debarred from resum- 
ing their previous occupations. The practicability of the 
work has been demonstrated and its value as a means 
of conserving human capacity and energy for produc- 
tive labor and as a measure of humanity in enabling 
men who would otherwise be idle to support themselves 
by productive labor has been proven. 

The provision for rehabilitation, which the commis- 
sion is empowered to make will depend upon the success

Isolation Threatens Koenigsberg Re- 

gion. 

If this Polish arm is to be allotted 
to Poland, then at least a million and 
‘a half of Germans betwen the Vis- 
tula and the Memel, with Koenigs- 
berg as their capital, will be separ- 
ated from the main mass of Ger- 
mans to the westward, isolated po- 
litically and economically, hemmed 
in by Poles and Lithuanians and oc- 
cupying a thin facade between the 
Raltic and the solid block of Poles 
to the south. This was the situation 
when Frederick 
eered the first partition of Poland 
in 1772 to obtain land communica- 
tion with his East Prussian territor- 
les. 

By contrast, if this Polish arm, 
with Danzig, does not fall to the new 
Poland, there will be created a state 
with at least 25,000,000 of peo- 
ple within its frontier, highly indus- 
trialized. capable of indefinite eco- 
nomic expansion, but lacking any 
outlet upon the sea. Such a nation 
will be wholly at the mercy of the 
Germans occupying the narrow strip 
between the Baltic and the new Po- 
land. and thus holding the lower 
noches of the Vistula. which is to 
Foland what the Mississippi River 
was to the region between the Alle- 
ghanies and the Rockies before the 
era of railroads. 

It is quite plain that if Poland is to 
be a strong independent nation, eco- 
nomically and politically, it must 
have an outlet upon the sea, it must 
have Danzig.

It is equal- 
‘ly plain that Posen must be restored 
to Poland, it was not safely included 
in Prussia until the Congres of Vi- 
enna which partitioned Napoleon’s 
Grand Duchy of Warsaw, the sur- 
viving remnant of the Polish King- 
dom, nor is it less necessary that 
Poland should have Polish Silesia. 

Thus constituted with only Polish 
speaking regions included, Poland 
would become a nation of at least 
25,000,000 people, far larger in area 
than modern Italy. Were it con- 
ceivable that the various disputes 
between other races notably with the 
Lithuanians, and the Ruthenians 
were settled by the inclusion of large 
areas of territory once Polish, but in- 
habited by other races now in part, 
at least, then the new Poland would 
have an area as great as that of 
France and no less than 30,000,000 
of people. 

But this really great state would 
still have on the sea only a frontage 
of some 50 miles, with Danzig as its 
sole port, and between the Vistula 
and the Memel a narrow strip inhab- 
ited by Prussian Germans, with Ger- 
man sympathies? would separate the 
Poles from the sea. Here would be 
the inescapable cause for new wars, 
for rivalries and for ambitions. It 
seems to me that for this situation 
there can be but one solution. Not 
to include the whole seacoast from 
the Polish strip to the Memel in the 
new Poland, would be to hold out 
new temptations for another Polish 
partition. 

New Nation on Ruins of Old,

American “War Boom” Began. 

The very dramatic series of ecv- 

nomic events which (especially in 
this country) marked the second 
year of wartime may be thus 
summed up: 
1. Prolonged deadlock on the 
western war front of Burope; in the 
East, failure of the allied expedition 
to the Gallipoli peninsula, defeat of 
Russia’s advanced lines in the Car- 
pathians and their retreat into Rus- 
sia; invasion and capture of Servia 
by the Teutonic and Bulgarian 
armies. 

2. Enormous and progressively 
mounting cost of war, bringing the 
average military outlay of all bel- 
ligerents combined from about $30,- 
000,000 per day in the early stages 
of the war, and $50,000,000 at the 
end of 1914, to $80,000,000 at the 
end of the year. 

3.. Inflation of paper currencies on 
the Continent, whereby banknotes is- 
sues alone increased in Germany 42 
per cent during 1916; in France 43 
per cent, and in Russia 80 per cent. 
In spite of this mevement, direct ap- 
peal to the people to give up their 
hoarded gold in exchange for bank- 
notes added $270,000,000 to the Ger- 
man bank’s gold reserve, as com- 
pared with its low point of the war, 
and $246,000,000 to the French 
bank’s gold.

crops in 1915. being 6,908,000,000 
bushels, against 4,914,000,000 in 
1914, and 6,532,000,000 in the pre- 
vious maximum, that of 19143. 

(9). Dull and uncertain move- 
ment of domestic trade until, in the 
late summer, purchases of material 
for Europe’s munitions orders start- 
ed up the iron and steel trade. Ex- 
pansion in that trade until, in No- 
vember, daily iron production sur- 
passed all previous records, with de- 
mand on the steel trade far exceed- 
ing the country’s capacity for quick 
production.

On the St. Louis Stock Exchange 
the past year was a fairly prosper- 
ous one, and brokers generally are 
optimistic of the future, owing to 
the recent severe decline in all se- 
curties values in Wall street'and be- 
lief that the liquidation is about over. 
Bond dealers also believe that bet- 
ter things are in store for this class 
of securities, as demands for con- 
struction and new buildi# enter- 
prises should shortly take the place 
of war demands. 

Many banks and trust companies 
here. declared extra dividends.at the 
close of the year, and the National 
Candy Co. disbursed $5 per share 
extra on its common stock. This 
stock featured the war period, rising 
from 
5-per-cent dividend payer, in addi- 
tion to the extra dividend. 

While Merchants’ Exchange houses 
felt the influence of Government re- 
strictions on trading during the year, 
business generally was on a healthy 
basis, as cash grain interests reaped 
the benefits of shipments from al- 
most record-breaking harvests.

J. O. Ballard, president of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange: While the busi- 
ness outlook seems somewhat cloud- 
ed, there is every reason to believe 
that the country will adjust itself 
from @ war to peace basis without 
undue business disturbance. The 
wealth of the country was never 
greater, arid proportionately’ § the 
farmer is the most prosperous of 
all classes. This has in the past 
invariably tended to ward off busi- 
ness depression, and although the 
after-war conditions raise more im- 
portant questions to be settled than 
ever faced by this country, I am 
sure the fundamental wealth recently 
brought by almost record-breaking 
harvests, with corn selling at $1.60, 
Oats at 75 cents and wheat at $2.26, 
will ultimately offset any reactionary 
tendency towards business depression. 
The Government guarantee of $2.26 
extends over next year, in the facc 
of a billion-bushel wheat prospect, 
and this means continued prosperity 
for the farmer. I feel confident that 
there is much of promise in the busi- 
ness ok for the New Year.

A strong 
point in the situation also is the 
closer relation between capital -and 
labor owing to the war. This should 
have a tendency to lessen friction 
in any adjustment of wages that may 
come. The labor problem also should 
be favorably influenced by emigra- 
tion, as men will be needed in the 
war-ridden countries of Europe, and 
this should check any influx of cheap 
labor to this country. I see much in 
the outlook that is favorable for the 
new year.”

Total for Globe 3,480,000,- 
000 Bushels, Lowest Ex- 
cept One, of Any Year in 
10 Years. 


IS BIGGEST HANDICAP 


Problem of Feeding Europe 
Rests Mainly on Finding 
Vessels to Transport Sup- 
plies. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—The world’s 
wheat harvest, estimated at 3,480,- 
000,000 bushels, is the shortest in 10 
years with the exception of 1917, and 
40,000,000 bushels over that year. In 
making up these estimates there is 
nothing reliable that can be had 
from the Central Powers or from 
Russia and the Balkans. No one 
with any regard for statistical ac- 
curacy will place any confidence in 
figures coming out of Russia and the 
Balkans, and particularly Germany. 
A rough estimate of these countries 
gives them 929,000,000 bushels, a 
shortage of 176,000,000 bushels from | 
the 1917 harvest. The United King- 
dom, France, and Italy have 414,- 
000,000 bushels, an increase of 66,- 
000,000 bushels. 

As the thre last countries named 
are unable to feed themselves, their 
production is but a small item as 
compared with consumption, and 
they are dependent upon the United 
States, Canada, Australia and Argeri- 
tina for supplies. Under normal con- 
ditions they also draw from Russia. 
Germany also draws her supplies of 
rye and wheat from there under nor- 
mal conditions, importing more rye 
than wheat before the war. The 
main factor in supplying Europe is 
the production in the leading surplus 
wheat-raising. countries. Their crops 
this year of 1,450,000,000 bushels, 
which includes the Argentine and 
Australian crops just being harvest- 
ed, compares with 1,204,000,000 
bushels the previous year. 

Faulty Distribution a Factor. 

It is not the shortage of wheat pro- 
duction that has caused any trouble, 
but the localities in which it is raised, 
and the inability to furnish ocean 
tonnage to move it to leading con- 
suming countries. 

At no time in the last four years 
has there been an actual scarcity of 
wheat, taking the world over, had it 
been possible to get the ocean ton- 
nage to transport it. The United 
States and Canada have been the 
most favorably situated and have 
furnished the greater part of the re- 
quirements of the allies, and are 2x- 
pected to for months to come. A large 
quantity of tonnage is being releas-d 
as the result of the ending of the 
war, the United States alone having 
300,000 tons available for South’! 
American trade. A vast amount of; 
German tonnage will soon be avail-| 
able, as well as considerable from 
Austria-Hungary.

These regions have been so sub- 
jected to destruction by war not 
only of their foodstuffs, but of 
their financial resources and their 
power of production and exports, 
that they are utterly incapable of 
finding any resources that can be 
converted into international ex- 
change for food purposes. While 
the Secretary of the Treasury can 
accept obligations of certain Gov- 
ernments and through these meas- 
ures the situation can be cared for 
temporarily, there are atill other 
areas through Eastern and South- 
ern Europe where such arrangeé- 
ments cannot be made. 


This applies more particularly 
to the liberated places of Austria, 
Turkey, Poland and Western Rus- 
sia. In these countries freedom 
and Government will slowly 
emerge from chaos and require 
our every assistance. The total 
shipments of foodstuffs from the 
United States to all parts of Eu- 
rope during the next seven months 
will be likely to exceed $1,500,000, 
000, and from our abundance we 
can surely afford this amount to 
the@e countries, destitute of re- 
sources and credits. The mini- 
mum sums upon which this work 
can be carried on for the next six 
months itn the countries mentioned 
will amount to at least $100,000,- 
000 for such services and supplies 
as we can render, and even this 
sum contemplates the finding of 
resources by so much of the popu- 
lation as can do so, and as much 
assistance as can be given by the 
allied Governments. The high 
mission of the American people to 
find a remedy for starvation and 
absolute anarchy renders it neces- 
sary that we should undertake the 
most liberal assistance to these 
destitute regions.

3,000,000 Tons of German Ships to 
Carry Food to Europe. 
By the Associated Prees. 
PARIS, Friday. Jan. 3.—Herbert 
. Hoover, who has been appointed 
Director of Allied Food Relief in 
newly liberated, neutral and enemy 
territories in Europe, talked about 
the work before him to The Asso- 
clated Press today. 


He said that German ships totaling 
nearly 3,000,000 tons will be used to 
carry food to Europe and that Ger- 
man passenger boats will be utilized 
to send American soldiers home. 


“Food worth $1,500,000,000 must 
be imported into Europe to provide 
against actual needs between now 
and July 1, and the financing of the 
project is a stupendous task,”’ said 
Hroover. “Liberated territories will 
be fed first, but much of this terr!i- 
tory has no other government than 
that of scattered municipalities, has 
no credit and is unable to pay for 
food. 


“Poland, Armenia, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and the Jugo-Slav republics 
are in this condition, as well as many 
other suffering sections. Most of the 
necessary food must come from the 
United States and representatives of 
that Government are conferring with 
those of the allied Powers as to 
means for paying for this food.”

In discussing the food situation in 
Germany, Hoover said that the Unit- 
ed States has 38 officers traveling 
through that country condweting an 
investigation.

In exchange for the use of German 
shipping, Germany will gradually be 
allowed to have food, Hoover said, 
adding that the United States will 
grant to Germany the use of freight 
tonnage equivalent to tne passenger 
tonnage required to transport Amer- 
ican troops home.

U. S. Force Which Took 
Kadish Fight Off Bolshe- 
viki Five Days and Nights 


in Bitter Weather.

ARCHANGEL, Friday, Jan. 3.— 


Fighting about the village of Kadish, 
which was recaptured by American 
forces on Dec. 30, is continuing. The 
American artillery has moved up 


slightly and is almost continually 
shelling the enemy. There have been 
numerous outpost encounters in the 
thick woods bordering on the Petro- 
grad road. 

The Bolshevik force outnumbers 
the Americans nearly three to one 
and is seeking to outflank them, but 
the American soldiers, though tired 
after five days and nights of fighting 
activity in the extreme cold, are 
bearing up splendidly. The battle is 
largely a question of endurance in 
the Arctic weather. 

Now and then in the course of the 
fighting the Americans encounter 
hidden machinea guns in the woods 
or along the road. One of these held 
out for five hours until the Ameri- 
cans, advancing step by step or 
crawling in the snow, succeeded in 
flanking it. 

There is some respite with dark- 
ness, which descends at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, but the shelling at 
night is making perilous the matter 
of transport of munitions and provi- 
sions along the high road in sleighs 
or on men’s backs through the for- 
est. The Russian peasant drivers of 
these sleighs, stricken with fear, in 
some instances turned and bolted. 
only to be forced to proceed by 
American soldiers. 

‘The American trench mortars are 
doi splendid work. On the Volog- 
da ailway front the Bolshevik 
Shelling continues. American patrols 
are encountering the enemy in the 
Onega sector, where it is considered 
probable that the American forces 
may withdraw from the exposed po- 
sitions to one of the captured vil- 
lages. 


86 American Soldiers Have Died at 
Archangel.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—An offi- 
cial report received from the Ameri- 
can military attache with Ambassa- 
dor Francis in Russia, announced to- 
day by Gen. March, shows total 
deaths from all causes in the Ameri- 
can forces in the Archangel region 
up to Nov. 25 to be 86. 

Of these, nine were killed: in ac- 
tion, seven died of wounds, three 
were drowned and two died as a re- 
sult of accidents and 65 disease.

Victor Emmanuel! Says 


Italy Is Preparing to. 


Co-operate With U. S. in Drawing Civ- 
ilized Nations Into League. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Jan. 4. 
RESIDENT WILSON was 
the guest of honor at an of- 
ficial dinner given at the 
Quirinal last night. There were 
two addresses, by King Victor 
Bmanuel and by Mr. Wilson. 
The King said: 

“You, yourself, Mr. President, 
are become our welcome and 
pleasing guest only today, but 
fn the consciousness of our people 
your personality already for a 


an ineffacable way. It is that 
which in itself gathers all the 
powers which go to stimulate a 
will bent on liberty and justice 
and gives inspiration toward the 
highest conception of the desti- 
nies of humanity. 

“The enthusiastic salutations 
which have accompanied your 
passage through the streets of 
Rome today are attestations of 
sentiments of admiration and

Italy and America. 


Italy and America entered 
together into the war through a 
rare act of will; they were 
moved by the purpose to concur 
with all their energies in an ef- 
fort to prevent the domination 
of the cult of force in the world; 
they were moved by the purpose 
to reaffirm in the scale. of hu- 
man values the principles of lib- 
erty and justice. They entered 
into war to conquer the powers 
of war. Their accomplishment 
is still unfinished and the com- 
mon work must still be devel- 
oped with firm faith and with 
tenacious constancy for the pur- 
pose of affecting the security 
of peace. 

I lift up my glass, Mr. Pres- 
ident, in your honor and in the 
honor of Mrs. Wilson, whose 
gentle presence adds charm to 
your visit; I drink to the pros- 
perity and to the continued and 
increasing prestige of the great 
American nation. 


President’ s Reply. 
In reply, resident Wilson 
spoke as follows: 

“Your majesty: I have been 
very much touched by the gen- 
erous terms of the address you 
have just read. I feel it would 
be difficult for me to make a 
worthy reply and yet if I could 
speak simply the things that are 
in my heart Iam sure they 
could constitute an adequate re- 
ply. 

“T had occasion at the Parlia- 
ment this afternoon to speak of 
the strong sympathy that had 
sprung up between the United 
States and Italy during the ter- 
rible years of the war, but per- 
haps here I can speak more in- 
timately and say how sincerely 
the people of the United States 
had admired your own course 
and your own constant associa- 
tion with the armies of Italy, and 
the gracious and generous and 
serving association of her maj- 
esty, the Queen. 

‘It has been a matter of pride 
with us that so many Italians, so 
many men of Italian orirzin were 
in our own armies and associated 
with their brethren in Italy it- 
self in the great enterprise of 
freedom. These are no small 
matters and they complete that 
process of the welding together 
of the sympathies of nations 
which has been going on so long 
between our peoples. 

“The Italians in the United 
States have excited a particular 
degree of admiration. They. I be- 
lieve, are the only people of a 
given nationality who have been 
careful to organize themselves to 
see that their compatriots com- 
ing to America were from month 
to month and year to year guid- 
ed to places in industries most 
suitable to their previous habits. 
No other nationality has taken 
such pains as that, and in serv- 
ing their fellow countrymen they 
have served the United States, 
because these people have found 
places where they would be most 
usful and would most immedi- 
ately earn their own living and 
add to the prosperity of the 
country itself. 

“In every way we have been 
happy in our association at home 
and abroad with the people of 
this great State. I was saying 
playfully to Premier Orlando 
and Baron Sonnino this after- 
noon that in tryrnge to put the 
people of the world under their 
proper sovereignties, we would 
not be willing to part with the 
Italians in the United States he 
cause we too much-: value 
contribution that they have 
made, not only to the industry 
of the United States, dJut to its 
thought and to many elements 
of its life.

Senator d@’Onidio, who is pres- 
ident of the academy, hailed the 
President as the worthy repre- 
sentative of the culture of the 
New World, which now revivifies 
the ancient culture of the Old 
World. In reply, President Wil- 
son said: 

“Your Majesty, Mr. President 
and Gentleinen of the Academy: 

“IT have listened with the pro- 
foundest appreciation to the 
beautiful address which you 
have been kind enough to de- 
liver, and I want to say how 
deeply I appreciate the honor 
you have conferred upon me in 
permitting me to become a mem- 
ber of this great academy, be- 
cause there is a sense in which 
the continuity of human thought 
is in the care of bodies jike this. 
There is a serenity, a long view, 
on the part of science, which 
seems to be of no age, but to 
carry human thought along 
from generation to generation 
freed from the elements of pas- 
sion. 


Scicnce Put to Dishonorable Use. 


“Therefore it is, I daresay, 
with all men of science a matter 
of profound regret and shame 
that science should in a nation 
which has made science its boast 
have been put to such dishonor- 
able uses in the recent war. Ev- 
ery just mind must condemn 
those who so debased the studies 
of men of science as to use them 
against humanity, and, there- 
fore, it is part of your task and 
of ours to reclaim science 
from this disgrace, to show that 
she is devoted to the advance- 
ment and interest of humanity, 
and not to its embarrassments 
and destruction. 


“I wish very much that I 
could believe that I was in some 
sense a warthy representative 
of the men of science of the 
United States. I cannot claim 
to be in any proper sense a man 
of science. My studies have been 
in the field of politics all my 
life, and, while politics may by 
courtesy be called a science, it 
is a science which is often prac- 
ticed without rule and is very 
hard to set up standards for, so 
that one can be sure that one Is 
steering the right course. 

“At the same time, while per- 
haps there is no science of gov- 
ernment, there ought to be. I 
dare say, in government itself 
the spirt of science, that is to 
say, the spirit of disinterested- 
ness, the spirit of seeking after 
the truth so far as the truth is 
ready to be applied to human 
circumstances. Because, after 
all, the problem of politics is to 
satisfy men in the arrangements 
of their lives, is to realize for 
them, so far as possible, the ob- 
jects which they have  enter- 
tained generation after genera- 
tion and have seen so often 
postponed. 


Importance of Academies. 


“Therefore, I have often 
thought that the universities and 
academies of science have their 
part in simplifying the problems 
of political affairs, and thus as- 
sisting to advance human life 
along the lines of political struc- 
ture and political action. 

It is very delightful to draw 
apart for a little while Into this 
quiet place and feel again that 
familiar touch of thought and 
of knowledge which it has been 
my privilege to know familiarly 
through so great a part of my 
life. If I have come out on a 
more adventurous and _  disor- 
dered stage, I hope that I have 
not lost the recollection and may 
in some sense be assisted by 
councils such as yours.”

The 
figures show that 5,000,000 died from battle 
wounds, while 20,000,000 men, women and 


¢hildren have succumbed to starvation. The conclu- 


sion is reached that before this winter ends this num- 
ber will be very largely increased, as conditions in 
many parts of Europe are growing worse because of the 
lack of government after a period of long strain. 

During the years of conflict production fell off toa 
great extent in warring countries and the inability 
of the neutral countries to obtain supplies, made their 
food situation almost as critical. There has been, in 
consequence, a small food production in Europe, and 
to save millions of lives this winter and spring, the 
United States will have to practice self-denial. In 
doing this work of humanity, the American people 
will be encouraged by the Argentinians, Canadians and 
Australians, who are also called upon to aid. In the 
task of provisioning the hungry, the most pressing 
situations naturally will receive first consideration. 

There are 420,000,000 people in Europe, representing 
allies, neutral and enemy countries, and, according to 
the Food Administration, only Southern Russia and 
parts of Denmark and Hungary have sufficient grains 
to last until the next harvest. All the other countries 
are tooking for help to tide them over to the next har- 
vest. All of the countries are short of milch cows, beef 
cattle and fats. 

The food sent from this country will not be a dona- 
tion by any manner of means. With the exception of 
the Belgium Commission, which is working hard to 
keep that unfortunate country , 
supplied, there is no organized 


any other country now in need.

The U. S. Food Administration tells of 
its official reports on conditions in 
Earope following the war and why 
Americans are asked to use provi- 
sions sparingly that as many as pos- 
sible of the innocent victims of the 
great conflict may live 


Time, of course, is a most important factor in the 
development of the plane’for feeding the stricken coun- 
tries. The help must come quickly to most of them, 
and in some cases those waich are tided over for awhile 
will be able, after a short season, to grow and reap 
their own grain. There are various degrees of depend- 
ency. Russia and Poland are almost helpless and 
transportation facilities are not as easy of access in 
reaching the needy of these countries as it is in ad- 
ministering to the wants of Belgium and Northern 
France. | 

Reports from Russia show that the chaotic condition 
precipitated by the various revolutions since the col- 
lapse of the Czar’s Government, have prevented the 
sowing of lands that are usually most productive. 
Transportation has likewise broken down and com- 
merce is shattered. Even if there was an abundance 
ot food stocks in the countries, distribution in Russia, 
Poland and large parts of Austro-Hungary would be 
next to impossible. Actual famine is stalking these 
countries and the death toll is steadily increasing. The 
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born just before the war, died from lack of nourish- 
ment Mm the early stages of the conflict, while Poland 
was overrun. As soon as the Russians could move back 
in Poland, the Germans would come forward, and when 
the Huns were moved back, the armies of the Grand . 
Duke Nicholas, Brusiloff or some other Muscovite 
would come on. The result was pretty much the same, 
sc far as the food was concerned. Both sides had to 
seize supplies for the soldiers. 

The fact that the Russians paid the Poles for their 
cattle and grains and the Germans and Austrians an- 
nexed the property without such formality, made little 
difference, as there was no opportunity to buy food 
with the money that was paid them. It has been 
claimed that the war and its attendant famine has car- 
ried off fully one-fourth of the entire Polish population. 

The new states of Czecho-Slovaka and Jugo-Slavia, 
which have risen from parts of the ruins of the Haps- 
burg empire, are in much greater need of food than 
they are for suggestions on the drafting of constitu- 
tions. Bohemia has been more of an industrial and 
timber country and has devoted little of its surface 
to agriculture. Before the war it depended on outside 
sources for its provisions to a very large extent, and 
during the struggie the people suffered great priva- 
tions and many died from starvation.

Russia of the steppes, which was always self-sup- 
porting, Was torn by dissension and revolution all last 
summer and produced practically nothing. Another 
thing that discouraged the people was the knowledge 
that the Central Powers would grab any grain put in 
storage. The peasants knew in advance that thev' would 
be without stores, whether they worked or whether 
they made it an “all-summer.” so they chose the 
easier course. 

Poland has been ravaged by famine since the early 
part of the war, and her condition, because of the ex- 
ceeding difficulty of reaching the needy, is, and has 
been, indescribably pathetic. The appeals in behalf 
of these unfortunate people, made by Paderewski and 
other distinguished natives of that country bore fruit 
and the help that was quickly supplied reached the 
needy wherever it was humanly possible to get it 
through. There are no dairy cattle left in the coun- 
try and no milk in consequence for babies. 

It is claimed that very few of the children born in 
Poland in the past four years are now alive. Worse 
still, it is claimed that thousands of babies who were 


that has always enjoyed plenty 
is attributed to the raid of 
Field Marshal von Mackensen’s 
army, following the collapse of 
the Rumanian army in Tran- 
sylvania. When the German 
army entered the country, Von 
Mackensen and his fellow Huns 
grabbed what Germany was 
most in need of at that time— 
food stuffs and oils. The grain 
was sent to Germany and Aus- 
tria and the Rumanian popu- 
lation has been seriously stint- 


SAVIN AAS ed ever since. The Rumanians 


are good farmers and it is ex- 
pected that they will quickly 
resume production. To make 
this possible it will be neces- 
sary to replace most of the agri- 
cultural machinery, which was 
destroyed during the invasion. 

Finland is in a serious pre- 
dicament for food. This coun- 
) try, which. broke away from 
SSees ; Russia as soon as the Czar was 
WN deposed, has been swept by 
revolution and civil war. Last 
winter the people there suffered 
greatly from famine, and con- 
ditions have not improved. The 
blockade kept Finland out of 
practically all supplies. With 
spring and an open and a free 
sea, supplies will reach the 
country and give the people a 
chance to help themselves, but 
in the meantime there is bound 
to be much suffering. 


Bulgaria, which, in former 
years, was able to export a 
goodly stock of food grains, was 
keenly feeling the hunger pres- 

sure when its Government 
asked for a separate peace, just ahead of the collapse of 
Austria and Germany. During its partnership with the 
Kaiser, Bulgaria was drained of practically all food, and 
the continued demand for many troops forced many of 
the agricultural workers into the army, and the result 
was curtailed planting last season, followed by drouth 
conditions that further lessened production. Monte- 
negro, Albania and other of the smaller countries are 
also clamoring for aid. 


Neutral countries, such as Holland, Denmark, 
Sweden, Norway and Switzerland, are reported short 
of suppties, due to the blockade and the activities of the 
German submarines. 


A particularly startling phase of the food survey of 
Europe deals with Northern Russia. In this part of 
that faction-torn country it is estimated that there are 
not less than 40,000,000 people actually starving, and 
that it is physically impossible to reach a very con- 
siderable number, because of their inaccessibility. 
Even if food was available in unlimited quantities, it 
would not be possible to deliver it in time.

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few years after eo possession of this 
virgin soil. There will be work cat out 
for the beginner, but the task will be 
relatively easy when comparison is made 
with the old method of breaking and 
tilling such ground. The farm tractors 
have come, in almost endless variety, and, 
driven by gasoline or oil motor, their 
mission is to take off the shoulders of 
the farmer a very considerable part of 
the hard labor. : 

“In adapting the slashed or cut-over 
lands to practical agricultural uses,” he 
said, “it requires about three years to 
get what might be considered a normal 
crop. The first year is, of course, the 
hardest of all, and it is a pretty fair 
test of the stamina that ig in the man. 
It means hard work and patience. Even 
in the first year. after a winter of clear- 
ing work, the farmer can raise a little 
crop of corn and garden truck. The 
second year ought to give him a fairly 
good crop, and the third should reward 
him for his toil and confidence. 

“I would not advise anyone taking over 
the cut-overs in South Missouri to try to 
raise wheat or cotton before the fourth 
or fifth years.

O AMERICAN can help ex- 
periencing a singular sat- 
isfaction over a precedent 
set after our own Civil 
War, on reading the ensu- 
ing extracts from the har- 

f rowing record of sufferings 
in GerMan prison camps, wsitten by Jean- 
Jules Dufour, a French etcher, whose 
works were familiar to visitors at the an- 
nual Paris salons before the war. These 
disclosures of deliberate savagery, of cal- 
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culated torture, both mental and physical, 
which was inflicted wpon helpless prison- 
ers, leads one to reflect with grim pleas- 
ure upon the fate that overtook Henry 
Wirz, superintendent of the prison at An- 
dersonville, Ga., where 13,714 out of 49,-_. 
000 prisoners died of ill-treatment and 
neglect. In 1865 Wirz wes tried by court- 
martial, convicted of “murder in viola- 
tion of the laws of war,’ and hanged: 


Dufour, who is both author and illus- 
trator of his book, called “Dans les 
Campes des Reprisailles” (‘In the Re- 
prisal Camps”), was taken prisoner at 
Wharileroi, and passed’ the winter of 1914- 
1915 at the camp of Ohrdruf, in Prussian 
Saxony, breaking stone for road repairs, 
and contracting bronchitis, which kept 
him in the hospital for two months. In June, 1915, he 
was One of a group of 2000 prisoners deliberately se- 
lected because they were intellectuals, members of 
well-known families and representatives of the lib- 
eral professions, and set to draining the mosquito-in- 
fested and malarial swamps near Soltau. He spent the 
following winter at Ohrdruf, again breaking rocks. 

In the spring of 1916 the camp of Ohrdruf was trans- 
ferred to Lagensalza, called “The Camp of Death” be- 
cause of its 3000 graves of victims of typhus. Later 
Dufour and 500 others—again systematically chosen 
because of their intellectual eminence—were dispatched 
to Rakischki, in Russian Poland, and then to Bauske, 
near Mitau, in Courland, where they underwent hor- 
rors for several months. He passed a season of tor- 
ture in the lignite mines of Prussia, and spent the 
winter of 1916-17 mostly in the lazaretto at .Langen- 
galiza, where there was no fire, even when the tem* 
perature was 30 degrees (centigrade) below zero. To- 
tally incapacitated for any sort of labor, he was re- 
patriated in the spring of 1917, thanks to a visit paid 
to Langensalza by a Swiss Commission. Thus his three

years of unutterable misery came to an end. 

The excerpts begin in the middle of his narrative, 
with the arrival of the 500 “intellectuals” at Rakischki. 
‘The translation is by Alvan T. Sanborn, and is re- 
printed in part here by courtesy of the Boston Tran- 
script, for which the book was oktained by its Paris 
ecrrespondent. After four days and four nights, with 
next to nothing to eat and so huddled into cattle cars 
that it was impossible to move about, to say nothing 
of lying down, the prisoners were disembarked “amid 
the bawlings and jostlings of guards, who empty the 
cars with gunstock blows, to the enormous amusement 
of onlooking soldiers. The new arrivals are turned 
over to the new guards, who distribute more blows, 
in obedience to the orders of a grotesque near-officer, 
a ‘feld-webel-leutenant,’ a brute who looks so much 
like a/bgdlamite that he is promptly dubbed by his 
vietims ‘l-Hysterique.’ ”’ 

The captives slept the first night in the manure of a 
windowless cowshed, which they devoted the next day 
to transforming into an apology for a cantonment. The 
second day they began the work upon which their 
captors counted to break their spirit. 

“During the entire day, 12 hours, we transport on our 
shoulders, from the outlying forest to the railway 
station, enormous tree trunks; three trips in the fore- 
noon, four in the afternoon. These logs are 40 to 50 
feet long and weigh from 1200 to 1700 pounds. With 
eight men only to a log, it involves atrocious suffer- 
ing, for’ we have to traverse two to three miles of 
meadows and swamps. There are terrible moments 
when we feel our skeletons collapsing under their 
weight. 

“Every slip or sign of wavering is corrected with 
whacks from* the gunstocks. 

“At the railway station, the logs are used to make 
inclined planes and big platforms for the disembarka- 
tion of heavy artillery. A gang of Russian prisoners 
are engaged in unloading shells, which tomorrow will 
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of Calvary 


explode in their own trenches. A train- 
load of rails for a narrow-gauge cam- 
paign road has just arrived. Half of our 
group are held to unload them during the 
night, with promise of rest Yor the mor- 
row. ’ 

“En route to the cantonment we Jecide 
that the next day we shall refuse to work. 
Building military platforms, unloading 
rails for military roads, is working for the 
war. First we know, we shall be unload- 
ing shells, like these poor Russians; we 
shall be digging trenches. They haven't 
the right. We are determined not to be 
made tools of. 

“This morning, despite the promise of 
rest to those who worked the night be- 
fore, everybody is called out. Half of our 
group returns to the rails, but we know 
that they will refuse to work. 

“Arrived at the forest, we coolly sit 


down. Astonishment and angry shouts 
from the guards. Explanations by the 
interpreter. Unconditional order to work. 


Categorical refusal. Boche stupor and a 
shower of gunstock blows. We accept 
the blows with set teeth, for we realize 
that the slightest movement would pro- 
voke the irrevocable. Disconcerted, the 
brutes parley together, and one of them 
goes to the town to report. We are driv- 
en out into the blazing hot sun and made 
to stand there with our feet in the mire. 
While we wait, our ideas crystaulize. 
There is going to be a scene, but we are 
ready to risk everything rather than sub- 
mit to being imposed upon. The thought 
of working against our own allies re- 
volts us. 

“A young rubicund-faced German doc- 
tor and a nurse, who are flirting by the 
roadside, come up to inspect us, then 


wait, arm in arm, to see what is to 

vr )}) Pa i) happen. 
AN, “The soup hour arrives. -We are still 
in there. The guards begin to tire of their 


job. In the distance the white horse of 
‘l’Hysterique.. The boches resume their 
angry shouts, in order to impress the of- 
ficer with the vigilance of their guardian- 
ship. Heme he comes, his owl eyes big and 
haggard, his body shaken with spasnis. 
And when he reaches the spot, his lips 
drop saliva, for he is literally foaming at 
the mouth. 

‘*‘Why aren't you at work? Guards, 
why don’t you make these damned dogs 
work immediately? Knock them down, 
shoot them down for the dirty pigs they 
are! I order it. Death, if you disobey!’ 

“Our hearts stop beating, but in spite of everything 
we do not budge. Our spines resound with mighty, 
whacking gunstock blows. .The interpreters try to 
expound our reasons. But. ‘l’Hysterique’ cries sav- 
agely: ‘Ah! Ah! The idiots! The asses! They've 
got to work. And right away! Work till they fall 
in their tracks! There! There! Take three of them, 
thdse three there, those skunks! Take them and make 
an example of them!’ He points at random to three 
of our comrades, who are rapidly dragged to a tree, as 
to a pillory. He pushes his horse into our midst and 
lays about him furiously with his riding whip, bawl- 
ing and bellowing the while. The guards fix their 
bayonets, some of them bear down upon us, holding 
their guns by the barrels, like clubs. Several of us fall 
under the blows. We are kicked to our feet. 


“And then a mighty discouragement seizes us.  Re- 
sist? To what purpose? We are helpless against these 
unchained brutes who are driving us back into the 
forest and from whom we cpanot hope for any senti- 
ment of humanity or justice.

UMAN nature at its blackest can scarce- 
ly parallel the cold-bigoded and scien- 
tific atrocity of the masters who sat in 
the Government bureaus at Berlin and 
deliberately framed t ollowing monstrots or- i} 
ders, which were sent to the commanding officer 
of a prison camp in Courland (occupied Russia): 

“No sort of comfort (especially in what con- 
cerns nourishment and facilities for cleanliness) 
shall be tolerated in the camp. 4 
_ , “It is expressly ordered that the prisoners sleep 

on boards only. Sleeping sacks and everything 
else designed to cushion»the boards shall be con- 
fiscated. 

“The prisoners, shall be deprived of everything 
which might serve as table or as chair, including 
the little pieces of furnitafe they may fabricate 
themselves. - . 

“They shall be allowed only one spoon for three 
men; likewise only one plate for three. 

“They shall -be allowed neither canteens nor 
bottle, nor dippers, nor any recipients for liquids 
whatsoever. 
ef my shall be forbidden to laugh, to sing, 

to whistle, to look in the air, to indulge in 
friendly talks, to walk in pairs. 

“They shall be allowed to possess only one coat, 
one vest, one pair of trousers and two shirts. 
Their drawers, flannel undervests, flannel girdles 
and suspenders shall be taken away and the 
buckles of the waistbands of the trousers shall be 
cut off. : 

“When they leave for work in the morning, the 
belts and suspenders may be given back, but they 
must be recollected when they return from their 
work at night. 

“They shall rest on Supday afternoon only if 
circumstances are propitious. 

“They shall receive no money orders. 

“They shall be allowed neither brushes, looking 
glasses, razors, books nor mfisical instruments. 

“They shall be entitled to no medical exami- 
nations and no exemptions from work in the ab- 
sence of a fever of at-least 39 degrees (centi- 
grade). 

“No intercourse between them and their guards 
shall be tolerated. 
6¢ TPO NISHMENTS shall be of three sorts: the 

courtmartial, imprisonment for six-day 
periods, the ‘poteau’ for two-hour periods. 

“The delinquent sentenced to the last-named 
shall be attached to a poteau (post or stake), 
with his arms stretched backward above his head 
and his hands well apart, his body leaning for- 
ward, his feet tied and raised slightly above the 
ground. : 

“Work being the dominant: consideration, the 
punishment of the poteau shall supplant as far 
as possible imprisonment, which shall be in- 
flicted only exceptionally.”

At the slightest sign of retaliation, with 
envenomed face, he draws his blade. A single word 
more-—he ts after an occasion to use it. The other 
sentinels laugh boisterously at his maneuver.” 

In a lignite mine, to which these “intellectuals” 
were subsequently consigned, they made a second vain 
attempt to assert their independence, refusing to work, 
on the perfectly valid ground that they were not min- 
ers by trade and were, besides, physically unfit. 

“We have decided,” records M. Dufour, “to refuse 
to work. * * * Our imitation coffee hastily swal- 
lowed, the guards conduct us down an inclined plane 
into the pit of the mine.

ingly, shouting, ‘We'll see whether, you'll work or 
not! Ah, yes, I know, Messieurs les Francais! We 
have everything that is necessary to form your char- 
acters. To the right, those that refuse.’ 

“We pass to the right in a body. The sentinels jeer: 
Delabor us with their gunstocks. Everybody talks at 
once; the Corporals, the foreman, the civilians... We 
remount the inclined plane. Between the pit and a 
briquette factory, a species of platform. There the 
guards draw us up in liné, five paces apart. Then 
they make us take off our coats and remain at im- 
peccable ‘attention,’ our hands riveted to our sides. 
They watch to see that we do not stir and keep us 
there in the icy wind.. (It is December.) * * * 
The wind eddies and tosses in our faces the blackish - 
dust that covers everything in the neighborhood. Sev- 
eral begrimed French, comrades, black with dust, come 
out of their quarters and salute us from a distance. 
They look like phantoms. The lights have been put 
out, a livid dawn has come. Already we are numbed, 
our hands quite blue, our noses frost-bitten. Impos- 
sible to make the slightest effort te warm ourselves. 
Merely shifting the weight from one foot to another 
immediately attracts the attention of the guards and 
elicits blows in the loins. We must remain absolutely 
motionless. But we still hope to win by persistence. 
We will hold out all day if necessary. 

“The Corporal returns and leers at us. * 
Arrogantly he demands if we are ready to go to work. 
‘No.’ He goes away calm and self-sufficient. 

“The noon whistle blows. * * * We feel perfectly 
stiff, and there are moments when the ground seems to 
be drawing us, like a magnet, irresistibly. We have 
to strain with all our might to keep from falling. 

“The wind bites our ears. We have stopped shiv- 
ering, but our feeble, aching legs and our numb feet 
seem to be suspended in midair. We do not kn 
what is to come of it all, but we hope that they will 
énd by sending us back to our camp at Langensalza, 
just to be rid of us, or that they will turn us over to 
a courtmartial. We prefer prison, anything, every- 
thing to this bagne. 

“Toward 4 o'clock night falls and the lamps again 
pierce the dirty, murky air. * * * Our brains are 
empty, hallucinated by our determination to hold out. 
The cold is a terrible torture and now it is snowing. 
The wind that has freshenéd and that drives: the 
flakes fiercely in our faces renders the guards more 
ferocious. Again the Corporal appears with his ques- 
tion.

As 
every boy who has gotten further back 
than modern history will tell, Cincinnatus, 
while a warrior of wonderful renown, was 
also a farmer, and, if anything, he pre- 
ferred to till his iand than lead his Rotman 


Along about 430 B. C. he was called from his plow 
to lead an army to overcome the hostile Aequi. It was 
by no means a tractor-driven plow, as it was long be- 
fore anyone thought of inventing anything to add to 
the ease and comfort of husbandry. But despite the 
many hardships that he must have experienced-on his 
farm on the Tiber, Cincinnatus returned to the labor 
that he loved, after disposing of the troublesome Aequi. 
Then, at the age of 80 years, as history relates, he 
was again taken out of his plow handles*to render ate 
country other distinguished services. 


In the development of the plan of Secretary Lane 
to provide farms for the soldiers and sailors there are 
many thousands of young Americans who probably 
never spent a single day on a farm, let alone wrestle 
with its rigors, who are now strongly inclined to take 
up agriculture as a profession. Since the introduc- 
tion of scientific methods of management of farms 
and the extension of the educational work through 
the medium of the agricultural colleges, farming has 
passed into a higher realm. 


The American farmer of today is an entirely dif- 
ferent type from his father, or his grandfather. He 
has nearly every advantage of the city, without any 
of its high taxes or other handicaps. Besides rural free 
delivery and his telephone, he has his daily papers and 
close “communication with the markets. No longer 
is it possible for the middleman to capitalize any ad- 
vance information about markets. The farmer knows 
almost a& much about conditions as the commission 
man himself. And it is the exceptional farmer nowa- 
days who doesn’t own some kind of a motor car. 


With the glowing reports of the wonderfully im- 
proved conditions of farm life, it is not to be wondered 
at that there is an agricultural fever abroad in the 
land and that it is making great headway among the 
soldiers returning from the camps at home and 
abroad. This, however, is mere repetition of history. 
Every great war that has engaged the patriotic youth 
of the country since the days of Washington has been 
followed by an epidemic of this character. 


Missouri has entered whole-heartedly into the move- 
ment to provide farms for all 
the returning soldiers and

the cOmsummation of the plan of the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

A general survey of the reclaimable swamp and cut- 
over timber lands has heen inaugurated in all the 
states, and most of the plats and data are now assem- 
bled at Washington, awaiting the allotments. Fig- 
ures already available show that there will be no lack 
of investors in this greatest of all land deals, under- 
taken since the transcontinental railroads of the coun- 
try were given landed subsidies to promote needed 
transportation facilities. Recent canvasses made at 
Camp Dix and Toronto, Canada, elicited the aston- 
ishing information that 50 per cent of the American 
and 44 per cent of the Canadians back from the front, 
yearned for the open-air life, and indicated d prefer- 
ence for farming. These expressions from the boys in 
khaki added zest and genuine enthusiasm to the work 
of finding the lands. 


A few weeks ago Francis H. Murray, a land expert 
of the Interior Department, made an investigation of 
the reclaimable and other land prospects in Missouri 
and spent several days with. officials at Jefferson 
City looking over the plats and other records ©n file 
in the Land Reclamation Department. This investi- 
gation showed that Missouri has 1,920,000 acres of 
swamp and overflow land that. could be utilized after 
proper drainage.

Financing Plan Before Congress 
ECRETARY OF INTERIOR LANBE’S recent 
annual report devoted much space to the 
reclamation of idle lands as possible homes 
for soldiers, but he chiefly considered the 

irrigation projects, which comprise a larger acre-_ 
age than the sort of land that Missouri offers. 

His report did not go into detail as to the 

method of financing the land sales to soldiers. 
That matter now is before Congress. There ap- 
pears no doubt that an arrangement will be made 
to be administered by a Farm Loan Board, work- 
ing under direction of the Department of Agricu!- 
ture, which will undertake to see that all lands 
offered are fairly valued and that an extension 
of credit is arranged through the Federal Land 
Bank or through some similar state ipstitution, 
working co-ordinately with the Government bu- 
reaus. Also, it is planned to see that these so!- 
dier-farmers receive at all times practical dem- 
onstrations and instructions adaptable to the 
kind of land they are. developing. 


ready being reclaimed through private enterprise, 
Much of this land is in New Madrid, Stoddard, Pemi- 
scot, Dunklin and Mississippi counties, in the district 
that was sunk in the great earthquake of Dec. 16, 1811. 
That convulsion, which affected a district some 200 
miles in length. along both sides of the Mississippi 
River and created lakes where forests had previously 


stood, also cut out a big task for the drainage en- 
gineer. 


For more than 20 years this work has been under 
way in thesé Missouri counties, with the result that 
there are thousands of exceedingly productive farms 
where there were formerly extensive lakes and swamps, 
largely populated by fish, frogs and snakes, with cy- 
press trees rearing their lofty branches on all sides. 
In the correction of the woe wrought by the earth- 
quake, the woodsman’s ax and saw performed the first 
distinct service. The cypress was valuable and worth 
going after and the lumber pioneers showed the way. 
Then came the drainage projects, which, in time, were 
financed and executed. 

The Little River Valley Drainage Co., which came 
into being more than 15 years ago, is still at work on 
the task of making first-class farms out of territory 
that formerly was almost as difficult of penetration 
as the darkest and deepest tangles of the Florida 
everglades. Some of the farms thus reclaimed -have 
in recent years sold at from $150 to $200 an acre. 
They were, when sold at this price, improved with all 
necessary buildings and fences. 

As the figures in the State Land Bureau show, there 
are nearly 2,000,000 acres that can be made suitable 
for farming, but not without labor and ocnsiderable 
expense. The average cost of reclaiming the swamp 
lands has been placed at $16 an acre, spread over a 
period of years, so as not to make the burden too 
onerous. In the southeast counties the lands reclaimed 
from the swamps, quagmires and quicksands are so 
fertile as to requére little if any fertilizer. It is a 
black, loamy soil that has been compared to that of 
the Nile Valley in productivity.
